The Lancelot routine, accord­ 
ing to Hamm, stemmed from 
the couple’s pet names for each 
other in a romance dating back 
to their high school days. They 
have been m arried for about 
20 years, and have two daugh­ 
ters, aged 13 and 8.

Dam Trial Hangs In Balance As 


Engineers Study Plan For Repair 


The “public nuisance” trial 
of state Supreme Court Justice 
Jesse W. Carter still hung in 
balance this afternoon after a 
battery of attorneys and engi­ 
neers inspected Carter’s con­ 
troversial r e s e r v o i r on his 
Sleepy Holloy Ranch. 
Judge Thomas Coakley of 
Mariposa County held a closed 
door pre-trial conference this 
morning, then went to the dam 
site for inspection. Justice Car­ 
ter barred newsmen and pho­ 
tographers from his property. 
Carter, who is in the process 
of repairing the dam, which 
broke last March, submitted his 
repair plans. County engineers 
were studying the proposal this 
morning to see if they feel the 
dam would be safe. 
Dist. Atty. William O. Weis- 
sich, who b r o u g h t the suit 
against Carter, said he was 
ready to proceed with the trial 


this 
afternoon. 
However, if 
c o u n t y engineers find that 
C arter’s plan for repair is sat­ 
isfactory, then Weissich would 
not press the suit except to 
ask for a perm anent injunction 
limiting the use of the dam 
to what Carter now proposes. 
If the case goes to trial, the 
district attorney said, Justice 
Carter intends to have it tossed 
out of court on grounds that 
neither the county nor the dis­ 
trict attorney has any right to 
regulate his dam.

WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
Republican Party began firing 
back at form er President Tru­ 
man today, accusing him of 
“m a n y 
misstatements 
a n d 
mud-slinging” 
in 
his 
first 
r o u n d 
of 
1958 
campaign 
speeches. 
GOP N a t i o n a l Chairman 
Meade Alcorn issued a “Tru­ 
man vs. the Truth Fact Sheet” 
and said the national commit­ 
tee would prepare more if ne­ 
cessary to “correct” the for­ 
mer President’s “major mis­ 
statements.” 
‘PILE OF DISTORTIONS’ 
Alcorn said Truman speech­ 
es last week included “a moun­ 
tain-sized pile of distortions, 
half-truths and outright, delib­ 
erate falsehoods designed to 
deceive Americans.” 
“It is most interesting to 
note that Mr. Truman makes 
no mention of his party’s na­ 
tional stand on civil rights and 
offers no explanation to his 
Northern audiences as to why 
Southern Democrats are clos­ 
ing public schools rather than 
obeying the law,” Alcorn said. 
To Truman's charge that the 
GOP wanted to prevent full 
production, the “fact sheet” 
said national production this 
year was about 100 billion dol­ 
lars above the peak year under 
the Truman administration. 
WORK RECORD 
As for his statem ent that 
Republicans wanted some un­ 
employment and wanted to 
hold wages down, the GOP 
replied that more Americans 
are at work and earning more 
than ever before and personal 
income is at record levels. 
Commenting on Truman's re­ 
marks about the budget, the 
national committee said the 
national debt had risen 234 
billion dollars under Democra­ 
tic administrations and t h a t 
the 
recent 
Democratic 
con­ 
gress 
had 
voted 
for 
more 
spending than the Eisenhower 
administration asked. 
The GOP said “Truman is 
right” in saying missile re­ 
search was delayed but declar­ 
ed “he is the one who held up 
the research programs.”

Trial Date 
Set For 
Arques' Suit 


Sausalito City Atty. John B. 
Ehlen has announced that next 
Jan. 13 has been set as the 
date for a jury trial in connec­ 
tion with a suit first filed in 
December, 1956. by Donlon J. 
Arques, Sausalito w aterfront 
land owner, seeking. $57,000 in 
damages from the city. 
The same suit asks $37,000 
each from the State of Califor­ 
nia, the County of Marin and 
the Guy F. Atkinson Contract­ 
ing Cp. 
Ehlen said the suit stems 
from Arques’ claim that his 
property at the outermost por­ 
tion of Marinship at the city 
limits was severely damaged 
as a result of flood waters and 
silt which originated on the 
Waldo Grade as following re­ 
construction there in 1955 by 
the Atkinson company.

M cFarland and Foglino asked 
for food and cigarettes. (Baker, 
a 
devout 
Mormon, 
does 
not 
smoke so had no need for the 
latter.) 
Hanoshige 
sent 
over 
sausage, jerked beef and crack ­ 
ers, too. It was the first meat 
the raftsm en had eaten in two 
weeks. 
Sunburned, 
bearded 
and 
thin (Baker told his wife by 
telephone 
that 
he 
lost 
45 
pounds on the voyage), the 
raftsmen were nevertheless 


in high spirits as their craft 
was towed into Kahului for 
a warm Hawaiian welcome. 


Happiest of all at sight of 
land was the dog Tangaroa. He 
had been chewed mercilessly 
by fleas. He “went crazy" when 
he saw crowds lining the Maui 
shore, B aker reported. 
His joy was short-lived, how­ 
ever. Hawaii has a strict 120 
days quarantine against rabies, 
with board at $1 per day. T an ­ 
garoa was promptly impound­ 
ed. And Baker said the crew 
did not plan to spend 120 days 
in Hawaii and did not have 
$120 to pay the dog’s board bill. 
There was another big re ­ 
union ahead for B a k er himself, 
though. The wife who waited 
so patiently in California, and 
daughters 
Tamm y, 
18, 
and 
Jackie, 22, enplaned for Hawaii 
today. 
Asked what his trip prov­ 
ed, 
Baker 
told 
newsmen: 
“The Coast Guard put it very 
nicely when they congratu­ 
lated us on proving Hawai- 
ians thousands of years ago 
came from the Americas, the 
same way we did." 
It was a great trium ph for 
the Petaluman. 
He set out years ago to prove 
the Book of Mormon account 
that 
an 
Israelite 
tribe 
jo u r­ 
neyed in rafts from Jord an to 


Central America. His way of 
proving it: make the same jo u r­ 
ney himself. 


His Lehi I sailed from Sausa- 
lito in July, 1954. Six days out. 
and fu rther from Hawaii than 
when it started, it sprang a 
leak and its crew were taken 
off by a banana boat 180 miles 
off Santa Barbara. 
Two years later, B aker put 
out 
from 
Alameda 
with 
the 
Lehi II. She ran into heavy seas 
off Monterey and was taken in 
tow by the Coast Guard. 
The Lehi III followed 
last 
year. 
She 
bobbed 
down 
the 
coast to Long Beach. Parts of 
her were used in constructing 
the Lehi IV. 
And the Lehi IV made it. 
Next stop: Jordan— and a 
long voyage east.

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Next Few Days Critical In China Conflict u.s.-Chiang Military 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON Uf) — T h e 
next few days may bring the 
peak of crisis in the U.S.- 
Communist bloc conflict over 
Formosa. There is grave doubt 
here as to whether peaceful 
diplomacy can produce a solu­ 
tion. 
Events pressing the crisis to­ 
ward a showdown this week 
are these: 


1. Resumption 
today 
In 


Warsaw of negotiations be­ 
tween Red Chinese Ambassa­ 
dor Wang Pang-nan and U.S. 
Envoy Jacob Beam. Both the 
United 
States 
and 
Red 


China have hinted at con­ 


cessions but the strings at­ 
tached by each are totally 
unacceptable to the other 
side. If any real concessions 
are to be made, some sign of 
them should become appar­ 
ent this .week. 


2. United Nations Assembly 
action on Red China’s bid for 
membership in the U.N. The 
Assembly has yet to act on its 
Steering Committee’s decision 
to shelve the Red Chinese bid 
for another year. The debate 
could throw light on the opin­ 
ion of various governments 
about the Formosa crisis issues 
and Red China's international 
future. 


3. Reaction of Soviet Prem­ 
ier Nikita Khrushchev to Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower’s indignant 
return of Khrushchev’s Friday 
letter, which told Eisenhower 
to pull U.S. forces out of the 
Formosa area or risk having 
them thrown out by the Chi­ 
nese Reds. The White House 
rejected the document as in­ 
temperate, abusive and person­ 
ally insulting to the President. 


Initial Soviet reaction took 


a tough line. The news agen­ 
cy Tass carried a statement 
saying return of the letter 
shows a lack of U.S. desire to 
listen to the voice of reason. 
It referred to U.S. policy as 


“ saber rattling which is car­ 
rying the world to the brink 
of war.” 


Diplomats wondered wheth­ 
er Khrushchev would let the 
matter end there, or take some 
new personal step to sound 
warnings and threats against 
the United States. 


Apart from these develop­ 
ments in the diplomatic field, 
there is the continuing danger 
of a United States-Red Chinese 
military clash around the em­ 
battled island of Quemoy. 


Another prospective 
move 
bearing on the crisis is issu­ 
ance of a statement promised 


by the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion for later this week on 
U.S. Fflrmosa policy. It is to 
be a reply not only to Khrush­ 
chev’s charges, but also to 
those in a U.N. speech last 
week by Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei Gromyko. 


A collapse of the ambassa­ 
dorial talks at Warsaw would 
not 
automatically 
mean 
a 
broadening of the military con­ 
flict in the formosa area. The 
diplomatic struggle could be 
shifted to the United Nations. 
Many diplomats believe that 
Red China began heating up 
the Formosa crisis again in 
late August in order to add 


force to its campaign for mem­ 
bership in the U.N. in place 
of Nationalist China. Another 
aim is said to be driving a 
wedge 
between 
the 
United 
States and its allies who dis­ 
approve of American support 
for Nationalist China. 


The prevailing view among 
U.S. officials is that Moscow 
and Peiping do not want 
and are not planning a war 
over Formosa. But no one 
will rule out the possibility 
that the Reds might risk 
starting trouble to test out 
U.S. determination to stand 
up to them.

How Can Public Regain 
Control Of School Policies? 


The response to our recent editorial 
comments on educational policy clearly 
indicates that people ARE interested in 
public education here in Marin. 
It was NOT lack of public interest, 
then, that led to the present situation 
which finds education policy-making al­ 
most solely in the hands of so-called 
professional educators, with the bill- 
paying public pretty much “on the out­ 
side looking in.” 
How, then, did the situation come 
about and what can be done about it0 
A former Kentfield school trustee 
wrote to the I-J his view that citizens 
and school trustees have NOT abdicated 
their policy-making powers. 
Rather, 
professional educators have usurped 
policy-making authority. 
The superintendent of Mill Valley 
schools said citizens have not availed 
themselves of the opportunity to exer­ 
cise control over educational policy. He 
advocated establishment of better com­ 
munications between public and schools. 
A San Rafael P-TA member, also rec­ 
ognizing the communications difficulty, 
had a different view. She said the atti­ 
tude of administrators was that the 
school belonged to them and that they 
would run it the way they saw fit. In 
other words, the professionals were not 
receptive to communications from the 
public. 


Political Group Without An Angle 


The observations, conclusions 
and 


complaints of this P-TA member, (whose 


letter was printed in the I-J last week) 
most nearly coincide with our own. 


We too have observed efforts of citi­ 
zens and parents to influence educa­ 
tional policy decisions, only to be sub­ 
jected to sarcasm and otherwise belit­ 
tled by some professional educators. 


Our conclusion in some instances was 
the same as hers: namely, that adminis­ 
trators wanted to run their schools as 
they saw fit without any advice from the 
peanut gallery. 


If and when some professionel edu­ 
cators we have observed deigned to let 
the public in on some contemplated 
policy changes it was for the purpose of 
“enlisting public support,” and NOT for 
the purpose of being guided by public 
reaction. 
In fact, we sometimes have 
wondered if some professional educat­ 
ors’ formula for dealing with criticism 
was to squelch the critic. 


What can be done to improve the 
present state of affairs? 


Let us suggest that school trustees 
hold public discussion of the question, 
“How 
can 
education 
policy-making 
power be restored to the people and 
their elected representatives, the school 
trustees?” 


Few political organizations don't have 


an angle. Most want to elect someone or 


push something. 


The League of Women Voters is dif­ 
ferent. Non-partisan in its approach, it 
endorses no candidates. Its major pur­ 
pose is to give service to the voters; to 
strengthen self government by helping 
inform the public about both sides of 
any question and backgrounds of all 
candidates. After studying issues, the 
League sometimes makes recommenda­ 
tions and fights hard for them. 


Marin has two units of this organiza­ 
tion, one in Mill Valley, the other in San

State Officials Get Shivers When 
READERS SAY 
They Think Of Prop. 17 Passing 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) - 
State officials are becoming 
worried over the possibility 
that Prop. 17 will be voted 
into law. 
The 
proposition 
briefly, 
cuts the state sales tax from 
3 to 2 per cent, and increases 
income taxes on income of 
$5,000 up to 46 per cent on a 
sliding scale to $50,000. It re­ 
duces tax on income under 
$5,000 per year from one to 
one half of one percent. 


REASONS FOR the con­ 
cern, the prospective loss of 
revenue 
flowing 
into 
the 
state’s coffers from the sales 
tax, 
which 
originally 
was 
adopted to provide for grants 
to the public schools. 
The schools have first call 
on all revenue received in the 
general fund of the state. In 
other words, the state is re­ 
quired 
to 
make 
the 
full 
amount 
of 
grants 
to 
the 
schools provided in the consti­ 
tution before it takes care of 
its other obligations. 


THE CLAIM IS made that 
the annual loss to the state s 
general fund would approxi­ 
mate 
$200,000,000 
annually 
from the sales tax revenue. Of 
this sum, $164 million would 
be made up by the higher in­ 
come tax brackets proposed 
in the law, leaving a shortage 
of $36 million which would 
have to be made up some 
place along the line. 
This, coupled with the fact 
that all of the state’s reserves 
have been used up, and the 
further fact that expenditures 
are expected to be higher 
than revenues next fiscal year 
anyway, is enough to give the 
shivers to those officials who 
want a balanced budget. 
Further, 
the 
proposition 
ties the hands of the Legisla­ 
ture. and would be a difficult 
bar to raising tax money in 
cases of emergency, as it pro­ 
vides the Legislature cannot

Claims are made that if the 
proposed law goes through

will 
transfer residence to Nevada 
or Arizona, and thus a de­ 
crease in the anticipated re­ 
turn from the income tax will 
result. 
Then too, the possibility of 
a state ad valorem tax on 
property is held out. This 
would increase the taxes of 
the property owner who is 
now overburdened with taxes 
from city, county and special 
districts. 
For the most part, officials 
are hoping the measure will 
be defeated and keeping fing­ 
ers crossed until November.

Quemoy Puts U.S. In Embarrassing 


Predicament, Whatever Happens 


It 
has 
seemed 
probable 
from the beginning back in 
August that the attack on 
Quemoy was timed in relation 
to the meeting of the General 
Assembly in mid-September. 
The event has confirmed this 
theory. What the Red Chinese 
have done is to blockade Que­ 
moy, compelling us to decide 
in the presence of the United 
Nations whether we will let 
Quemoy be strangled or will 
take offensive action to break 
the blockade. 
The Red Chinese have car­ 
ried out a very skillful man­ 
euver which is possible be­ 
cause Quemoy is so near to 
the mainland that it is within 
artillery range. 


Once they had collected the 
guns and the ammunition, 
they had the initiative. They 
could make Quemoy unten- 
table without invading it, and 
they could confront us with 
the grave fact that the de­ 
fense of Quemoy is imposs­ 
ible without a large bombing 
offensive against the artillery 
positions on the Chinese main­ 
land. 


AGAINST SUCH an Ameri­ 
can offensive, the Red Chi­ 
nese had equipped themselves 
with two deterrents. One was 
a Soviet guarantee of help in 
case they were attacked. The 
other was this meeting of the 
General Assembly in which an 
American offensive on behalf 
of Chiang against the Chinese 
mainland would arouse enor­ 
mous 
criticism. 
If 
nuclear 
weapons were used in the Am­ 
erican offensive, the effect on 
our standing in the world 
would be tragic and incalcu­ 
lable. 


Thus we have been man­ 
euvered into a position where 
the question is not whether 
we 
will defend 
Q u e m o y 
against invasion but whether 
we will make war against the 
Chinese mainland. 


WAS THIS maneuver fore­ 
seen, it is fair to ask, when 
Dulles persuaded the Presi­ 
dent to stake American pres­ 
tige on the defense of Que­ 
moy? There is reason to doubt 
it 


There is reason to doubt 
whether the President and 
Dulles and their military ad­ 
visors had fully realized that 
Quemoy could be blockaded 
by artillery fire from the 
mainland. There is strong evi­ 
dence that the commitment to 
defend Quemoy was made be­ 
fore there was a plan to de­ 
fend Quemoy. 


WE ARE IN a very embar­ 
rassing predicament, having 
promised to defend Quemoy 
while the price of defending 
it is exorbitant. The Presi­ 
dent had a lot to say the other 
night about how our position 
in Asia would be hurt if we 
did not defend Quemoy. Has 
he realized what will be our 
position in Asia and in Europe 
and in Africa and in Latin 
America if he goes to war for 
Quemoy? 


What is needed is a cease­ 
fire, which will at least post­ 
pone the fateful decision and 
provide a little time for reason 
to assert itself. The question 
is whether the Communist 
powers, who now have the 
whip-hand at Quemoy, would 
agree to a cease-fire. Conceiv­ 
ably they would, but then 
surely at a price. Perhaps, in 
the Warsaw talks Ambassador 
Beam will learn what the 
price is.

Pioneer Pro Football In S.F. 


As I say, let us turn back . . . to 1945. 
It is mid-afternoon when Gus Morien 
and I wander into the Butchertown Pub 
of Cyril Denight. 
Cyril was a fast guy with a buck, his 
fists, or dishing them off the shoulder. 
The jernt was crowded. Two fellows 
walked up to the plank and ordered 
drinks. 
“You know Buck Shaw,” Cyril de­ 
clared. “And here is a guy you ought 
to know, Gus, (a lumber man) 
Tony Morabito.” 
Shaw and Morabito remain­ 
ed only a short time, but the 
occasion 
of 
meeting 
Buck 
Shaw has lasted a long time 
with this old squirt. 
The pair of Morabito and 
Shaw 
had 
scarcely 
winged 
through the swinging doors 
when Cyril declared: 
“Those guys are going to 
start pro football in S.F.” 
A short time 
later Buck 
Shaw gave up a sure thing in 
college football coaching to 
join the late Tony Morabito 
in pro football. 
I can’t help but think that 
pro football in San Francisco 
somehow owes its existence to 
the 
fact 
that 
Buck 
Shaw 
agreed with Tony Morabito, 
that it would click. It doesn’t 
m atter how they arrived at it. 
True, they had to go through 
the motions of the All-Ameri­ 
can Conference. But it was the 
decision of the National Foot­ 
ball League to allow the Rams 
to shift their Cleveland fran­ 
chise to Los Angeles that gave 
Morabito and Shaw the chance 
to coast along with the AAC 
and in 1949, Cleveland, San 
Francisco and Baltimore re­ 
ceived National League foot­ 
ball franchises. 


CONNOLLY 


FROM THAT day in the 1950 
season until now the profes­ 
sional football history in San 
Francisco has been carved in­ 
delibly in the minds of college 
pigskin followers who looked 
at it as a sort of circus game, 
sort of like wrestling. 
A lot of water has run under 
the dam since that afternoon 
in Butchertown when Buck 
Shaw and the late Tony Mora­ 
bito dropped in for a libation. 
Prior to that meeting I had 
known Buck as an understudy 
to Coach Clipper Smith at San­ 
ta Clara and later as head foot­ 
ball coach. 
I just wonder today if Buck 
Shaw 
remembers 
the 
late 
Frank Noon, asking him “if 
pro football would be on the 
level.” 


NO SINGLE person in pro 


football deserves more of a 
cheer than Buck Shaw. He left 
a good college coaching job for 
a game that even in its infancy, 
was questioned by great col­ 
lege coaches. 


Since 1946, starting with the 
All-America Conference until 
1953, when he was fired as 
coach 
of 
the 
49ers, 
Buck 
Shaw’s name has been a sym­ 
bol of true sportsmanship. He 
is known all over the U.S.A. as 
a standout guy, honest to the 
core and a gentleman from 
head to heels. 


After talking with Buck over 
the 
weekend 
I 
detect 
the 
same traits he had as a young­ 
ster 22 years ago. He is a 
standout guy with his men and 
a 
standout 
fellow with 
all 
newspapermen. 


The football hero who suc­ 
ceeded Buck Shaw with the 
49ers was an old friend, the 
late Norman “Red'* Strader. 


RED WAS head scout and 
trusted 
confidant 
of 
Shaw. 
When Strader left in 1955, he 
left the club, broken in spirit 
and with a broken heart. 
He 
had 
pinned 
all 
his 
every­ 
thing 
on 
the 
49ers 
but 
a season with only 4 wins 
and 8 losses spelled disaster 
and into the pix came Frankie 
Albert, 
the young whipper- 
snapper irom Stanford who is 
now the head man and doing 
a helluva job. 


I can only wish that Albert 
realizes the task he has before 
him and the responsibilities 
that face him as he plays the 
head man. 


Strader, 
a 
trusted 
Buck 
Shaw man, couldn’t do it and 
he idolized Buck. 


Shaw couldn’t do it and he 
idolized the late Tony Mora­ 
bito. 


So it’s up to Coach Frankie 
to fill the boots of guys like 
Shaw and Strader. 
The starting gate goes up 
on that task next Sunday.

Hospital 
today.

faces three months of conval­ 
escence from a stabbing by an 
apparently mentally unbalanc­ 
ed woman. 
His assailant, Mrs. Isola Ware 
Curry, 42, Negro, is undergo­ 
ing mental observation at Belle­ 
vue Hospital. 
Mrs. Curry plunged a seven- 
inch steel letter opener into 
King’s chest Saturday in a Har­ 
lem department store as the 
29-year-old Negro leader in the 
struggle for integration was 
autographing copies of his book 
“Stride Toward Freedom.” 
Dr. Aubre Maynard, Harlem 
Hospital surgeon who removed 
the letter opener from King’s 
chest in a delicate four-hour 
operation, said King’s condi­ 
tion was satisfactory but that 
he would be kept on the criti­ 
cal list for a day or two. 
It will be three months be­ 
fore full recovery, the surgeon 
said. 
King is pastor of a Baptist 
church in Montgomery, Ala., 
where his leadership of the 
1956 Negro boycott propelled 


clothing after the assault on 
King. 
She interrupted the arraign­ 
ment proceedings by yelling, 
“I’m charging him as well as 
he’s charging me.” 


“I’m charging him with be­ 
ing mixed up with the Com­ 
munists,” she told Rao, and 
added: “I’ve reported the 
case to the FBI and its being 
looked into.” 


“This woman is ill,” Rao said 
as he ordered her taken to 
Bellevue. 
“I’m not ill,” snapped Mrs. 
Curry. 
Mrs. Curry was seized by by­ 


standers after the stabbing and 
was quoted by one of them as 
saying: “I’ve been after him for 
six years. I’m glad I done it.”

personnel ; 
(10) Chief Probation Officer; 
(11) Lawvers employed on the

of the

Attorney,

fender;

contract 
to 
render 
professional, 
scientific, 
technical, 
or 
expert 
services of an occasional char-

(13) Employees whose tenure is

A ppointm ent, Q ualifications, 
and Term . T he m em bers of the 
Commission shall be appointed by 
the affirm ative vote of a m ajority 
of the entire B oard of Supervisors. 
M embers shall have the qualifica­ 
tions required of county officers 
by S tate law, and m ay not hold 
other county office while serving 
on the Commission; in addition, 
each m em ber m ust have been a 
resident of the C ounty for a t least 
3 years im m ediately preceding the 
tim e he takes office. T heir term s 
of office shall be 4 years; except 
th a t the appointee to a term im ­ 
m ediately succeeding th a t of an 
incum bent Comm issioner in office 
upon th e effective date of this 
C h arter shall be appointed for a 
te rm expiring on Ju n e 30th of the 
4th calendar year following the 
year in which he takes office. 
C. 
Com pensation. 
M embers of

C. 
Investigations. 
On its owm 
motion, and w henever requested 
to do so by the B oard of S uper­ 
visors, the Commission shall in ­ 
vestigate the conditions of employ­ 
m ent in the county service, the 
m ethods and practices of person­ 
nel adm inistration in the County, 
the need for changes in the or­ 
dinances or rules and regulations 
relating to the civil service sys­ 
tem of the County, the desirability 
and term s of agreem ents blanket­ 
ing into county civil service of of­ 
ficers or employees of other gov­ 
ernm ental entities, and other m a t­ 
ters relating to the civil service 
of the County; and shall report its 
findings and recom m endations to 
the B oard of Supervisors. 
D. 
Q ualifications 
for 
C ertain 
Appointm ents. 
The 
Commission 
shall prescribe m inim um qualifi­ 
cations for chief deputies or as­ 
sistants to he appointed by elec­ 
tive departm ent 
heads, for ap ­ 
pointm ents bv the County M an­ 
ager to positions in the unclassi­ 
fied service of th e County, and for 
such other positions in the u n ­ 
classified service as th e B oard of 
Supervisors mav specify. No per­ 
son shall be eligible for appoint­ 
m ent to anv posh ion for which 
qualifications have been prescribed 
by the Personnel Commission p u r­ 
su an t to the provisions of this 
paragraph, unless he has those 
qualifications.

Hearings.

Personnel Officer. 

The C oun­ 
ty M anager shall be ex officio P er­ 
sonnel Officer and shall serve as 
the executive officer of the P er­ 
sonnel Commission, except as pro­ 
vided in r B of this section. 
B. A uthorization 
for Personnel 
Officer. The B oard of Supervisors

§5.08. Appointing Authority. T he 
appropriate departm ent head shall 
act as the appointing authority 
with respect to appointm ents, pro.

necessary to prevent stoppage of 
public business, or loss of life or 
dam age to persons or property, or 
wh< n qualified personnel can not 
be readily obtained due to em er- 
. ncy conditions; and in m aking 
uch emergency appointm ents the 
ordinary 
eligibility 
requirem ent» 
otherwise applicable may be waiv­ 
ed. 
Justification for continuanca 
of einergt ncy appointm ents shall 
be reviewed by the Personnel Com. 
mission every 90 days. 
C. Preference to County Em ­ 
ployees. in m aking appointm ent» 
or prom otions, preference shall be 
given to qualified persons who are 
already in the county service to 
t he t xtertt recom m ended by tha 
Personnel Commission. 
D. Probationary Period. All ap- 
pointm ents and prom otions shall 
oe for a probationary period of 6 
m onths. During the probationary 
period the employee may be re- 
leased a t any time w ithout right of 
appeal or heariim if such employee 
has had no prior service in the 
i ¡assitied service of the County. 
Provided, however, th a t any em ­ 
ployee who has 
been 
prom oted 
from a position in which he had 
acquired perm anent status shall, 
upon rem oval or resignation from 
tiie position to which he was pro­ 
moted. revert to his form er posi­ 
tion w ithout loss of any rights or 
privileges and upon the same term s 
and conditions as if he had re­ 
m ained in said form er position 
continuously.

§5.11. Appeal Procedures. 

Any em ­ 
ployee in the classified service who 
is aggrieved by any disciplinary 
action taken by the appointing a u ­ 
thority m ay appeal from the action 
aken by such appointing authority 
by preparing and filing w ith the 
Personnel Commission, w ithin 10 
days from the date the disciplinary 
order m ade under §5.10 of this 
C harter is filed with the Personnel 
Commission, a w ritten reply to such 
order, and shall serve a copy of 
the reply upon the appointing au - 
thority by delivering the sam e to 
him personally or depositing it for 
delivery by registered mail. 
B. O ther Appeals. Any applicant 
for a position in the classified ser­ 
vice or for prom otion to such a 
position who has successfully pass­ 
ed the prescribed exam ination and 
who is aggrieved bv a violation of 
the provisions of §5.09 of this C har­ 
ter, and any such applicant or any 
employee in the classified service 
who is aggrieved by a violation of 
tiie civil service provisions of this 
C harter or of any ordinance en act­ 
ed or personnel rules adopted pur­ 
suant to this C harter, except w ith 
respect to disciplinary action, m ay 
appeal from the alleged violation 
by preparing and filing w ith the 
Personnel Commission, w ithin 10 
days of the action com plained of, 
a w ritten protest stating specifi­ 
cally the grounds for said protest; 
and shall, w ithin such 10 days, 
serve a copy of the protest upon 
the appropriate appointing au th o r­ 
ity or other alleged violator by de­ 
livering the same to him person­ 
ally or depositing it for delivery by 
registered mail. W ithin 10 days 
from the date the protest Is fired 
w ith the Personnel Commission, 
the appointing authority or other 
alleged violator shall prepare a 
w ritten reply to said protest, shall 
tile the same w ith the Personnel 
Commission, and*shall serve a copy 
upon the protestant by delivering 
tin same to him personally or de- 
posi’aig it for delivery by registered 
mail. 
C. Hearings. W ithin 30 days from 
the fiimg of an appeal to the P e r­ 
sonnel Commission, the Com m is­ 
sion shall hold a hearing. All such 
hearings shall be public unless the 
Personnel Commission, upon ap ­ 
plication by the appellant or pro- 
tostant, shall determ ine th a t the 
circum stances of the case dem and 
a private hearing. H earings shall 
be inform ally conducted; and legal 
rules of evidence need not be a p ­ 
plied. The entire proceedings a t all 
such hearings shall be recorded by 
an official court reporter. T he ap ­ 
pellant 
m ay 
appear 
personally, 
m ay be represented by counsel, re ­ 
tained a t his own expense, and 
m ay produce evidence and cross- 
exam ine witnesses. 
D Decision. W ithin 15 days after 
concluding the hearing, the P er- 
sonnel Commission shall m ake its 
findings and order, either a ffirm ­ 
ing. revoking, or modifying th e 
order or action appealed from. T he 
Commission shall certify its find- 
ings and order to the appropriate 
appoin ing authority. T he appoint­ 
ing authority shall be bound by 
the decision of the Commission, 
and .shall forthw ith enforce and 
foilow it. 
E. R einstatem ent. In aU cases of 
appeals involving disciplinary ac­ 
tum against an employee, if th e de­ 
cision of the Commission clears the 
employee of all charges brought 
against him , the Commission shall 
notify the employee and the appro­ 
priate appointing authority in w rit­ 
ing of the employee's rein state­ 
m ent: and he shall be fully reim ­ 
bursed for any loss of salary result­ 
ing from the action of the appoint­ 
ing authority appealed from. 
§5.12. Reduction 
of 
Personnel. 
W henever in th e judgm ent of th a 
Board of Supervisors it becomes 
necessary in the public interest to 
do so, the Board may abolish any 
position or em ploym ent in 
th e 
classified service, and may lav off, 
demote, or transfer th e employee 
holding such position or em ploy- 
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nient, w ithout taking disciplinary 
action against such employee; and 
the employee shall have no right 
of appeal in relation thereto. P ro­ 
vided, 
however, 
th a t such 
em ­ 
ployee shall, for the period of one 
year, retain the preference provid­ 
ed for in i c of §3.09 of this C h ar­ 
ter. 
§5.13 D iscrim ination. No person 
shall be appointed, refused ap­ 
pointm ent, or removed to or from 
any position or em ploym ent in the 
service of the County, or in any 
other way favored or discrim inated 
against because of his race, color, 
or creed. 
§5.14. Improper Political Activity. 
A. Generally. No person holding 
any position or em ploym ent in the 
service of the County, other th an 
elective officers and m em bers of 
boards and commissions, shall seek 
or accept election, nom ination, or 
appointm ent as an officer of a po­ 
litical club or organization: take 
an active part in or m ake any con­ 
tribution 
to 
a 
county 
political 
cam paign favoring or opposing any 
candidate for election or for nom i­ 
nation to a county public office; 
or distribute badges, pam phlets, 
dodgers, or handbills of any kind 
favoring or opposing any candidate 
for election, or 
for nom ination 
to a county public office. N othing 
herein contained shall prevent any 
such 
person from 
becoming, or 
continuing to be, a mem ber of a 
political club or organization; from 
attending political m eetings; from 
seeking or accepting election or 
appointm ent to public office; from 
voting as he may choose; or from 
expressing his opinions on all poli­ 
tical subjects and candidates. 
B. Solicitation. No person hold­ 
ing any position or em ploym ent in 
the service of the County, and no 
candidate for any county office, 
shall directly or indirectly solicit 
or receive or be in any m anner 
concerned in soliciting or receiv­ 
ing any assessm ents, subscriptions, 
contributions, or political service, 
w hether voluntary or involuntary, 
for any political purpose w hatso­ 
ever, from any person bolding or 
seeking appointm ent to any po­ 
sition or em ploym ent in the serv­ 
ice of the County. 
§5.15. 
Violations. 
Any 
person 
holding any office, position, or em ­ 
ploym ent in the service of the 
County who willfully or know ing­ 
ly violates any provision of this 
article shall be guilty of willful 
m isconduct in office. In the case 
of a county officer, w hether elec­ 
tive or appointive, he shall be sub­ 
ject to rem oval by grand jury pre­ 
sentm ent and conviction after trial 
as provided by S tate law; or, if 
not an elective officer, to removal 
from office by the B oard of Super­ 
visors or as otherwise provided by 
th is C harter. In the case of any 
o th er such person, not a county of­ 
ficer, he shall be subject to re­ 
m oval by the Board of Supervisors 
or by disciplinary action taken as 
provided in this article. 
§5.16. Existing Civil Service Sys­ 
tem. T he provisions of this article 
shall supersede and replace the 
provisions of O rdinance No. 617 
adopted by the Board of Super­ 
visors on August 25, 1952 and sub­ 
sequently approved by vote of the 
people of the County, and said o r­ 
dinance 
is hereby repealed. All 
other ordinances and resolutions of 
th e Board of Supervisors consis­ 
te n t w ith this article and relating 
to the establishm ent or im plem en­ 
tatio n of a personnel m erit sys­ 
tem for the County and personnel 
classification 
and 
com pensation, 
as such ordinances and resolutions 
exist on the effective date of this 
C harter, shall continue in force 
u n til am ended or reoealed. 
ARTICLE 6 
COUNTY PLANNING 
§6.01. Statement of Policy. It shall 
be the policy of the C ounty to u til­ 
ize 
a 
com prehensive 
long-term 
m aster or general plan for the phy­ 
sical developm ent of th e County, 
to revise the sam e from tim e to 
tim e as m ay be necessary or de­ 
sirable, and to im plem ent the sam e 
by specific or precise plans and 
program s, by zoning regulations, 
and by appropriate enforcem ent 
procedures; to the end th a t the 
grow th of the C ounty shall take 
place in an orderly and progres­ 
sive m anner for the best interests 
of the County as a whole. 
§6.02. Statement of Powers. 
A. Powers of Board of Supervis­ 
ors. 
T he Board of Supervisors is 
hereby empowered to make provi- 
vision by ordinance, consistently 
w ith th e provisions of this C h ar­ 
ter, for establishm ent, adoption, 
and am endm ent of a m aster or 
general plan for th e County, of 
specific or precise plans and pro­ 
gram s, of zoning regulations, and 
of appropriate rules and regula­ 
tions for the enforcem ent thereof. 
B. Recommendations of Planning 
Commission. Before a d o p t i n g , 
am ending, or repealing any such

The B oard of Supervisors is 
hereby empowered to make provi­ 
sion from time to time in its dis­ 
cretion for the assum ption and 
discharge by the officers, offices, 
agencies, and departm ents of the 
County of specific functions of

ty, where such assum ption and 
discharge and the term s thereof 
are m utually 
acceptable to the 
County and the governm ental e n ­ 
tity concerned and are not pro­ 
hibited by S tate law.

become employees of the County 
in its classified civil service, with 
or w ithout exam ination: and in 
such event the agreem ent shall 
provide for the term s and condi­ 
tions of their entry into the serv­ 
ice of the County, including their

leave, vacation, and other rights 
and benefits applicable to county 
employees. 
B. Recommendations of Inter­ 
governmental Coordinating Com­ 
mission and Personnel Commission.

ceptable to the County and the 
entity concerned: 
and shall re­ 
port thereon to the Board of Su­ 
pervisors.

San Quentin Prison inmates 
have learned the identity of 
“their child,” whom they will 
feed, clothe, shelter and edu­ 
cate for the next four years 
and probably until she no long­ 
er needs their help. The child 
is 10-year-old Diamanto Sam- 
artzi, who lives in a remote 
Greek village. 
She is one of four children 
whose parents are unable to 
work. Diamanto’s mother has 
osteomyelitis, a bone disease, 
and her father recently lost 
a leg and also has a serious 
heart condition. 
The family lives in a one- 
room house on a rocky half­ 
acre. Their furniture consists 
of one plank bed, a table, two 
chairs and two stoves. Kitchen 
utensils are a saucepan, an 
earthenware cup and a tin pail. 
The fair-haired, brown-eyed 
girl was chosen by Foster Par­ 
ents Plan, Inc., of New York. 
San Quentin inmates decided 
to “adopt” a child a year ago 
after seeing a film, “Fran­ 
cesca,” about an Italian orphan 
who was adopted through the 
Foster Parents Plan. 
A special drive was conduct­ 
ed at the prison and its honor 
camps, collecting a total of 
$1,406.06. Half the am ount- 
enough to care for the child 
four years at the cost of $15 
a month—was sent to the New 
York agency about two weeks 
ago.

For the merger proposal to 
get on the ballot, a petition 
must be signed by 25 per cent 
of the registered voters of each 
city. 
Another matter touched on 
at the joint meeting was a 
change in a drainage agree­ 
ment for the Redwood High 
School site. Larkspur City Man­ 
ager Piper said the change 
would require Corte Madera to 
give Larkspur written notice if 
it should shut off the drainage 
outfall.

waters feed into the Corte Ma­ 
dera high c a n a l under the 
agreement.

Voters To Decide Whether To Keep

Electing Schools Superintendent

SACRAMENTO 
— Cali­ 
fornians will decide Nov. 4 
whether to continue electing j 
a state superintendent of pub­ 
lic 
instruction 
or turn 
the 
choosing over to the 
state 
Board of Education. 
Prop. 13 proposes that after 
1962 the state’s chief educator 
be appointed by the board with 
the advice and consent of the 
Senate. 
Historically, the superintend­ 
ent has been elected for more 
than 100 years. The first su­ 
perintendent was elected in 
1851 on the Democratic ticket. 
The post has been non-partisan 
since 1914. 


PLACING RESPONSIBILITY 
Proponents argue that the 
responsibility for the state’s 
educational 
program 
should 
rest with the governor. They 
feel this condition would be 
satisfied since the board is 
named by the governor and the 
superintendent would serve at 
the pleasure of the board. 
Board terms are for four 
years. 
Sen. George Miller Jr. (D- 
Martinez), who introduced the

amendment,

tends the people haven’fc cho­ 
sen a superintendent for the 
past 30 years. 
FOUR APPOINTED 
The 
four 
superintendents 
since 1927 have all been ap­ 
pointed by the governor on the 
death or resignation of their 
predecessors. And no incum­ 
bent has failed to be re-elected. 
Opponents express a fear 
that board selection of the su­ 
perintendent would leave edu­ 
cation policies open to the 
vvhims of a governor or special 
interests. 


DISASTER SETUP 
Prop. 7 provides a detailed 
plan for the continuing opera­ 
tion of state government in the 
event of a war or enemv-caused 
disaster. There has been n o : 
voiced opposition. 
Among other things, it sets 
up a direct line of succession 
to the governor’s office, pro­ 
vides for special elections and 
re-establishment of the state 
capital if necessary. 
The question of whether new 
Californians should be allowed 
to vote in presidential elections 
after only 54 days residence 
will be put to the people in 
November as Prop. 8. 


IMMEDIATE POSSESSION 
Prop. 10 would allow the im­ 
mediate possession of property 
under eminent domain con­ 
demnation 
proceedings 
f o r 
schools and airports. At pres­ 
ent, such a system may be used 
only for reservoir purposes. 
Proponents say immediate 
possession in these two in­ 
stances is vital due to ever- 
increasing school needs and 
the rapid expansion of air 
travel. 


NOT DUE PROCESS 
Opponents protest that tak­ 
ing of property without due 
process and compensation is 
prohibited by the Constitution. 
They insist that a property 
owner should be allowed to 
keep his property until final 
judgment has been reached by 
the courts. 
Prop. 11 would allow the use 
of gasoline tax money to pay 
the costs of local bond issues 
for street and road improve­ 
ments and grade separations. 
Presently, the Constitution 
specifies 
that 
gasoline 
tax 
funds shall be used exclusively 
for construction and mainte­ 
nance of public streets and 
highways.

The 9-year-old sidewalk mer­ 
chant got his souvenir prom pt­ 
ly — large block letters that 
proclaimed: “Lopez for Secre­ 
tary of State.” 


Then 
Denver-born,

vard-educated Hank 
Lopez 
r e s u m e d his “Lemonade 
Cavalcade” — block-by-block 
campaigning 
in 
h e a v i l y 
Democratic 
East 
Los 
An­ 
geles. 
Lopez, a trail lawyer by pro­ 
fession, was speaking from a 
pint-sized trailer hooked to his 
1950 Plymouth. There was just 
enough room on the trailer for 
Lopez, his wife, Mildred, and 
a drum of chilled lemonade. 
“I expect to use the juice 
from 50,000 lemons in this 
campaign.” Lopez told a re­ 
porter. “And it’s all donated 
by my supporters.” 
Then, directing himself to 
the loud speaker, Lopez intro­ 
duced himself to the two dozen 
or so shoppers standing near­ 
by—first in English, then in 
Spanish. He made a plea to get 
out the vote, then outlined 
Democratic Party principles. 
Of incumbent secretary of 
state, 
Republican 
Frank 
M. 
Jordan, Lopez said: 
“The Jordans, father and 
son, have been California 
secretaries of state for 49 
years. I think it’s time we 
converted this private dyn­ 
asty into a public office.” 
Now and then he paused for 
a greeting. 
“Mr. Bus Man,” he called to 
a uniformed driver standing a 
few doors away, “won’t you 
come over and have a cool cup 
of lemonade—courtesy of the 
Democrats?” 
The bus driver ambled over, 
shook hands and had some 
lemonade. 
So did two ladies window 
shopping 
across 
the 
street 
upon receiving an invitation. 
They also got balloons for their 
children. 
A Lopez partisan confided to 
a newsman: “You know, in this 
neighborhood 
there 
are 
98 
Democrats for every two Re­ 
publicans.” 
| 
Good territory for any Demo- 
| cratic hopeful. Lopez declared, 
i however, that he expects a 


goodly number of Republican 
votes, too. in November. 
Be­ 
cause he didn’t crossfile in the 
p r i m a r y , Republicans who 
wanted to support Lopez had 
to write in his name. 
He got 853 votes. 
Jordan, who filed on both 
major party tickets, got a 
total of 1,931,745 votes — 
1,428,124 from his own party 
and 503,621 Democratic. 
Lopez polled 1,636.034 Demo­ 
cratic votes and with the write- 
ins his total was 1,636,887. 
Campaign w o r k e r s for 
Lopez are quick to mention 
that while he trailed Jordan 
in the popular vote, Lopez 
topped the head of the Re­ 
publican ticket, gubernator­ 
ial 
candidate 
William 
F. 
Knowland. who crossfiled, by 
more than 33,000. 
Conscious that he was a poli­ 
tical 
unknown a few short 
months ago, Lopez is trying to 
meet as many Californians as 
possible before November. His 
itinerary has taken or will take 
him to every part of the state. 
Of 
Mexican-American 
des­ 
cent, he is the son of a retired 
Colorado 
farm 
worker. 
His 
family has been in the United 
States 42 years. 
Lopez, 38. has been a Los 
Angeles resident since 1948. 
the year he graduated with 
honor from the Harvard Law 
School. 
Lopez is a man of varied 
interests. He was a staff ser­ 
geant in the Army Medical 
Corps during World War II. 
Later he helped finance his 
education 
by working as a 
psychiatric i n t e r v i e w e r at 
Massachusetts General Hospi­ 
tal. 
He also did graduate work 
in economics at Harvard. 
His current hobby is writing. 
He’s tried his hand at short 
stories, novels and an autobio­ 
graphy. 
One short story has 
been published as have num er­ 
ous articles on legal, social and 
other factual subjects. 
If elected, Lopez said he’ll 
try for a number of changes 
in election procedures. 
“I feel,” he said, “that 
our present election system 
is almost as antiquated as 
the horse and buggy. 
We 
haven’t 
had 
a 
significant 
change since the turn of the 
century. 
“I think it’s incumbent on 
the secretary of state as chief 
electorial officers to formu­ 
late plans to meet the needs 
of the fastest growing and 
most mobile population in the 
country.”
